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MARY JONAS DIDN’T 
TAKE HER QWN LIFE 


SAMUEL 
TO 
BUXTON CONFESSES 
THE MURDER. 


He Induced Her to Hang Herself in the 
Superstitious Belief that the Rope 
Would Strangle Buxston's W ife— 
Murder 
Has 
Been Sentenced to 
Life Imprisonment. 


Viroqua, Wis., Oct. 30.—S. S. Bult 
ton. arrested for the murder of Miss 
Mary A. Jonas, who was found hang­ 
ing in her home, seven miles from 
here, last Sunday, confessed the crime 
and had a preliminary hearing, to 
avoid being lynched, a t 12 o’clock Sun­ 
day night, pleaded guilty in court yes­ 
terday morning, and at night he began 
to serve his life sentence at Waupun. 
In bis confession Buxton, who is a 
m arried man, says, 
knowing 
Miss 
Jonas 
superstitious, he made her 
believe t^ a t he w$s the messenger of a 
witch. 
The woman was led to be­ 
lieve b^r th o witch th at Buxton would 
get a divorce from his wife and m arry 
her. 
Buxton finally resolved to get 
rid of her and again used the witch­ 
craft. 
He made her believe if she 
would hang herself until apparently 
dead the spirit of the witch would pro­ 
duce the same effect on his wife w ith 
the exception th at it would kill his 
wife. She consented to try th at means 
pf killing Mrs. Buxton. 
Three weeks ago Buxton hanged the 
woman to a rafter, but his heart 
failed, and he let her down without 
injury. Oct. 21 he told Miss Jonas 
th a t when she was hanged it almost 
killed his wife, and th at if they would 
try it again and he would let her hang 
longer it would be sure to kill his 
wife. The woman consented to the 
trial. 
The rope was fastened around 
a rafter and then around the woman's 
neck, while she stood on a chair. 
He 
pushed her off the chair and held her 
fast until she died. 
Before he kicked the chair from under 
her Buxon had tied the woman’s hands 
behind her back. 
She had such con­ 
fidence in him and such faith in the 
w itch that she never winced, but went 
bravely to her death. 
Buxton then 
w ent down stairs and took from her 
handbag $20 th a t he found there. 
He 
returned , and untied 
the woman’s 
hands, and soon left the house and 
w ent to his own house. 
When the body was found the sur­ 
roundings and position pointed to sui­ 
cide, but a coroner’s jury decided that 
death w a due to unknown' causes. 
Daniel Joftas, a brother of the dead j 
woman, arrived in Viroqua Friday in 
response to a telegram conveying the 
news of his sister’s death. 
He heard 
the stories of the neighbors, followed 
up several clews that seemed to indi­ 
cate th a t his sister had not died as ap­ 
pearances indicated th at she had, and 
came to the conclusion th at a murder 
had been committed. 
Saturday he 
visited 
the 
office 
of the district 
attorney, and a t the 
request 
of 
the officials swore out a w arrant 
for the arrest of Samuel S. Buxton for 
the murder of his sister. 
The officers 
arrested Buxton, who lives near by, 
and took him to the home of Miss 
Jonas, where they endeavored to draw 
from him a confession. He strenuously 
denied ail connection with the crime, 
but in talking about Miss Jonas said 
th a t when he left her she always took 
a round piece of paper from her shoe. 
This led the officers to believe that he 
was w ith the woman when she died. A 
night in the jail weakened Buxton and 
he broke down and made a full confes­ 
sion.

At the conclusion of the inter­ 
view a cable dispatch was sent to Am­ 
bassador Runyon at Berlin setting 
forth this government’s views on the 
subject. 
The change in the German 
ministry may cause some delay in pre­ 
senting the dispatch to the German 
chancellor, but when it is presented it 
will, unless people acquainted with its 
contents are greatly mistaken, be fol­ 
lowed by the change in the prohibi­ 
tory decree, if not by its total aboli­ 
tion. 
This government is perfectly willing 
to have diseased meats and cattle 
stopped at the port of entry.

"Live cattle and fresh 
meat,*’ so that Secretary Gresham is 
doubtless right. 
The correspondent 
asked the ambassador if the prohibi­ 
tion would be raised should it be 
shown th at there is no more Texas 
fever in future shipments.

When asked, 
however, if the popular impression 
th at the prohibition is simply retali­ 
atory is correct, he shrugged his 
shoulders and remarked:

Earthquake Was An Awful One. 


N ew York, Oct. 30.—A special dis­ 
patch fron Buenos Avres says: “ A cor­ 
respondent at La Rioja, capital of th e 
province of the same name, telegraphs 
th at the city has been ruined by last 
night's earthquake. 
The churches, 
schools and public edifices were all 
thrown down. 
The people are camp­ 
ing out in the neighborhood. Com­ 
paratively few were killed. 
There 
was a general rush into the open 
when the first shock came, at 4:30 
o'clock. 
At times the shocks lasted 
twenty-six seconds. 
The scene was 
horrifying. 
Women 
were 
shriek­ 
ing and fainting on every hand as 
the walls came crashing down. 
Two 
sisters of mercy were killed and many 
more are now entombed beneath the 
ruins. 
The governor fears th at the 
killed and wounded throughout the 
province must number at least 2,000, as 
many of the outlying towns also suf­ 
fered. 
It is reported that various 
parts of the 
province 
the ground 
opened and geysers of boiling w ater 
and mud spouted forth. Couriers con­ 
tinue to arrive here with news of 
the 
damage 
in 
the 
various 
departments and towns. 
The vil­ 
lage of Del 
Arbordon 
has 
been 
completely swallowed up in the huge 
gaps which opened in the ground. 
The national government is sending 
special trains with doctors, tents, food 
and every kind of assistance as well 
as laborers to clear away the wreck­ 
age. 
La Prensa has opened a public 
subscription list, and the town of [.a 
Rioja has contributed a large sum of 
money. 
It is estimated that at least 
20,000 persons are homeless. 
South of 
Buenos Ayres only a slight shock was 
felt. The wave appears to have passed 
away to seaward near the mouth of 
the La Plata river.”

jurisdiction, pay a fine of not less than 
$10 nor more than $50 for each and 
every offense. 
Section 3. 
All acts or parts of acts 
conflicting with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed. 
“ Section 4. 
This act shall be in 
force and take effect from and after 
its passage and publication.” 
D em ocrats K illed It. 
This bill, the object of which was 
to do away with all scrip aud store 
orders which were used to a consider­ 
able extent in Northern Wisconsin, 
was introduced in the assembly, Febru­ 
ary 1, 1893. and referred to the com­ 
mittee on state affairs, which consisted 
of six democrats and three republicans 
as follows:

MON S U B J E C T . 


-If lip Could Ouly See a Reflection of 
O ur H earts th e W orld W ould Indeed he 
R eiter—The T ruths of Jesus Christ 
Are Forever Interesting. 
tiKOORLVx, Oct -S.—Rev. Dr. J a 
Triage, w ho has left India and is now 
o n his hom eward journey, has selected 
u s the subject of his serm on to-day 
through the press: 
“The Looking 
Glass," his tex t being* Exodus, 
: viii: 
“ And he made Hie laver of brass, and 
th e foot of it was of brass, of the 
looking 
glasses of the women as­ 
sem bling.'' 
"We often hear about the gospel in 
Jo h n and the gospel in Luke, and the 
gospel in M atthew : lint there is just as 
sn rely a gospel of Moses, and a gospel 
of Jerem iah, and a gospel of David. In 
"vthcr words Christ is as certain to be 
found in the Old T estam ent as in the 
New. 
W hen the Israelites were m arching 
through the wilderness, they carried 
th e ir church w ith them. 
They called 
it the tabernacle. 
It was a pitched 
te n t; very costly, very beautiful. 
The 
fra m e w ork was made of forty-eight 
boards of acacia wood set in sockets of 
silver. 
The curtains of the place were 
purple, and scarlet, and blue, and tine 
linen, and w ere hung w ith m ost artistic 
loops. 
The candlestick of th e tab er­ 
nacle had shaft, and branch, and bowl 
■of solid 
gold, 
and th e figures of 
c h e ru b im th a t stood there had wings 
o f gold; and there were lamps of gold, 
aud snuffers of gold: so th a t scepticism 
has sometimes asked: W here did all 
th a t precious m aterial come from? 
It 
is not my place to furnish the precious 
-stones, it is only to tell th a t they were 
there. 
I wish now more especially to speak 
of the laver th a t was built, in the m idst 
o f th a t ancient tabernacle. 
It w as a 
g reat basin from w hich th e priests 
w ashed th eir hands and feet. 
The 
w ater came down from the basin in 
spouts and passed aw ay afte r the 
cleansing. 
This laver or basin was 
m ade o u t of the looking glasses of the 
women who had frequented tho tab er­ 
nacle, and who had made these their 
contribution to the furniture. 
These 
.looking glasses w ere not made of glass, 
b u t they were brazen. 
The brass was 
of a very superior quality, and polished 
u n til it reflected easily the features of 
those who looked into it. 
So th a t this 
laver of looking glasses spoken of in 
.my te x t did double w ork; it not only 
furnished the w ater in w hich the 
priests w ashed them selves, but it* also. 
-on its shining, polished surface,pointed 
o u t the spots of pollution on the face 
w hich needed ablution. 
Now, my 
Christian friends, as everything 
in 
th a t ancient tabernacle w as suggestive 
o f religious tru th , aud for th e m ost 
p a rt positively sym bolical of tru th , I 
sh all take th a t laver of looking glasses 
spoken of in the tex t as all suggestive 
o f the gospel, which first shows us our 
sins as in a m irror, and then washes 
them aw ay by divine ablution. 
Ob, happy day, bappy day, 
When Jesus washed my sins away! 
I have to say th a t this is the only look­ 
ing glass in w hich a man can see him ­ 
self as lie is 
T here are some m irrors 
th a t flatter the features, and m ake you 
look better than you arc. 
Then there 
a-re other m irrors th a t distort your 
features, and m ake you look worse 
th a n you are; but I w ant to tell you 
th a t this looking glass of the gospel 
shows a m an ju st as he is. 
W hen the 
priests entered the ancient tabernacle 
-one glance a t the burnished side of this 
laver showed 
them th eir need of 
cleansing; so til is gospel shows tile 
soul its need of diviue washing. 
“ All 
have sinned, and come short of Hie 
glory of Coil.” T h at is one showing. 
“ AU we, like sheep, have gone a s tra y /’ 
T h a t is another showing. 
“ From 
th e 
crow n 
of 
the 
head to the 
so le 
of 
th e 
foot 
there 
is 
no 
h ealth 
in 
us.” 
T h at 
is another 
showing. 
The w orld ealls these, de­ 
fects* im perfections, or eccentricities, 
o r erratic behavior, or “ wild oats,” or 
‘Tiigli living;” b u t the gospel calls 
them 
sin, 
transgression, 
filth—the 
It 
•abominable th in g th a t God hates, 
w as ju st one glance a t th a t m irror 
th a t made Paul a y out, “ Oh, w retched 
m an th a t I am , who shall deliver mc 
from the body of this death?” and th a t 
m ade David cry out, “ Purge me w ith 
hyssop, and I shall be clean:” aud th at 
made M artin L uther cry out, “Oh, my 
sins, my sins!” 
I am not talk in g about 
bad habits. 
You and I do not need 
any Bible to te ll its th a t bad habits 
a re w rong, th a t blasphem y aud evil 
speaking are wrong. 
B ut I am ta lk ­ 
ing of a sinful nature, the source of all 
bad thoughts, as w ell as of all had 
actions. 
The apostle Paul calls their 
ro ll in th e first chapter of Romans. 
They are a regiment, of death encam p­ 
ing around every h eart, holding it in a 
ty ran n y from w hich nothing but the 
grace of God can deliver it, 
lf you could catch a glimpse of your 
n a tu ra l boart before God, you would 
cry out in am azem ent and alarm . 
The 
verjr first thing this gospel does is to 
scut down our pride and sclf-suflicicney. 
If a man does not feel his lost and 
unlined condition before God, he does 
not w ant any gospel.

dency of the preaching is to m ake men 
believe th a t th ej' are p retty good any­ 
how —quite clever, only w anting a lit tie 
fixing up—a few touches of divine 
grace, and thou you w ill be all right; 
in ste a d of proclaim ing the broad, deep 
tru th th a t 
Payson and

•thundered to a race trem bling on the 
verge of infinite aud eternal disaster. 
“ Now,” says some one, “eau this really 
be true?- Have we all gone astray? Is 
th e re no good in us?”

mium paid up? and I said ,yes.

who, in religious m atters, are looking 
back to past insurance. 
They have let
